Behind the Scenes With the Robert Shaw Chorale 

The Robert Shaw Chorale has been widely praised for its extraordinary 
balance, vocal independence and exquisite diction. Most of these effects 
originate in rehearsals, where Conductor Robert Shaw’s seating is unortho¬ 
dox in the extreme. He may face the bassos, with sopranos behind him, 
tenors to the right, altos on the left. He may arrange them in smaller groups 
each with its own conductor. Sometimes the Chorale becomes a roomful of 
vocal quartets, with sopranos, altos, tenors and basses grouped like bridge- 
hands. Shaw believes that every voice ought to know all the music, inside 
and out, has no patience with choral groups in which each section hears 
and knows only its own part. His system, Shaw feels, makes for greater 
sonority, more accuracy of attack, and better intonation.

THE SHAW CREDO 

A substantial share of the success of the 30-man Robert Shaw Chorale is 
the sense of dedication shared by all members of the singing group and 
their 38-year-old conductor. Shaw sums up their credo in seven statements. 
"We believe”: (1) "Music is not a luxury but a necessity . . . because it is 
the persistent focus of man's intelligence, aspiration and goodwill." 
(2) "Music is always a community enterprise . . . Even its creation is an at¬ 
tempt to communicate, and every performance an effort to unite the minds of 
men even of different generations.” (3) "Music is one art. The chorus, the 
symphony orchestra, the virtuoso recitalist and the string quartet . . . are 
instruments of a single craft.” (4) "Music is a doer's art." (5) "It is the 
performer's business to get out of the way of music. His craft is to ’reveal—• 
not to interpret.' " (6) "Choral art . . . offers the most immediate and access¬ 
ible avenue of active participation." (7) "The choral instrument should 
assume a position of respect and musical responsibility commensurate with 
the distinction of its literature and comparable to that of the major professional 
orchestras.”

from their seats, the music descends most fiercely; and when the rich are 
"sent empty away" the music dissolves to a plaintively humorous single-note 
ending.

The phenomenal success of "King David" at its first performance affirmed 
that Arthur Honegger had indeed succeeded in his intention to "create an 
art that addresses itself directly to everyone." With his unerring instinct for 
the dramatic, and his spontaneous, colorful musical language, "King David" 
speaks with an overwhelming power and sincerity. 


The events of David's life are briefly and pungently portrayed in scenes 
that move with an almost cinematic rapidity. A narrator introduces and 
binds them together, while the psalms serve as moments of reflection, the 
unforgettable soliloquies of a man engulfed in royal battles. The drama 
moves with the irresistible force of a wave—rising from the humble shepherd 
boy to the frenzy of the "Dance Before the Ark," and subsiding again through 
the Psalms of Penitence to David's death. 


Although Honegger later rescdred the work for full symphony orchestra, 
the work is here performed in the original theatre version which was used 
at its premiere in Switzerland in June, 1921.

last year in order to devote his en¬ 
tire time to the professional Robert 
Shaw Chorale. After organizing 
the Collegiate Chorale, he ventured 
into orchestral conducting, and in 
1943 was named outstanding 
American - born conductor - of - the- 
year by the National Association of 
American Composers and Conduc¬ 
tors. He has appeared as guest 
maestro of the NBC, ABC and CBS 
symphonies, with the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra. He is also resi¬ 
dent conductor of the San Diego 
Symphony. 

In 1945, Mr. Shaw enlisted in the 
United States Navy, organized and 
trained a chorus at the Sampson, 
N.Y. Naval Training Station. Fol¬ 
lowing his discharge, he was ap¬ 
pointed Choral Director of the 
famous Berkshire Music Festival at 
Tanglewood, Mass., a post he held 
for three years, and the next year 
was made director of choral activi¬ 
ties at the Juilliard School of Music 
in New York, a post from which he 
resigned after a four-year tenure. 
He organized his Robert Shaw

Association with Toscanini 

Toscanini's retirement put an end 
to many happy professional asso¬ 
ciations between Robert Shaw, the 
Robert Shaw Chorale, and the 
world's greatest living conductor. 
With him, they have performed 
three of Verdi's finest operas: 
"Aida," "Falstaff” and "The Masked 
Ball," along with the "Requiem." 
For the maestro's final concert with 
the orchestra organized especially 
for him sixteen seasons previously, 
they sang Boito's "Prologue to 
Mefistophele" and the Verdi "Te 
Deum." On other occasions, they 
have performed the Beethoven 
"Missa Solemnis," the Brahms 
"Gesang Der Parzen," and "Schick- 
salslied" and Cherubini's "Requiem" 
for the Maestro.
